lector for  the  year  next  ensuing. 

7.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one  or  more 

Auditors  for  the  year  next  ensuing. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  its  Selectmen  to 

appoint  all  other  Town  Officers  as  required 
by  law. 
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9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  Town 
Charges  as  shown  by  the  Budget  and  raise 
money  for  the  payment  of  same. 

10.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 

sary for  the  support  of  the  poor. 

11.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 

sary for  the  support  of  the  Town  Library.
